_ _ We, your Committee appointed to wait upon ihe Council and 
inform that body of the organization of the House, beg leave to 
report that we have performed the duty assigned us. 


The report was received and the committee discharged. 
Mr. Clem moved the following: 


Resolved, The Council concurring, that a committee of five, 
consisting of two members of the Council and three members of 
the House, be appointed on joint rules for the government of the 
two Houses of the Legislative Assembly at the present session. 


Mr. Blake made the point of order that, as the House had 
received no notice of the organization of the Council, the resolu+ 
tion was premature. 

a Mr. Speaker gustained the point, and ruled the resolution not in 
order. 


The Committee on Rules reported as follows: 


Mr. Speaker: 


Your Committee on Rules for the government of the House, 


beg leave to report the following rules, and recommend their 
adoption: 


No. 1—Speaker. The Speaker shall take the chair at the 
time to which the House stands adjourned, and the House shall 
then be called to order, the roll called, and the names of absentees 
shall be entered upon the journal of the House. 

„In case the Speaker is absent, or fails from any cause to take 
the chair, the House shall appoint a Speaker pro fem. 


oN 
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Nee 2—Quorum. Upon the appearance of a quorum the 
Journal of the preceding day shall be read by the Clerk, and any 
mistakes therein may be corrected by the House. 


No. 8—Order, The Speaker shall preserve order and decorum, 
and shall decide questions of order, subject to an appeal to the 
House. 


No. 4—Speaker shall Vote. The Speaker shall vote on all 
' questions taken by yeas and nays (except upon appeals from his 


own decision), and in all elections and divisions called for by any 
member. 


No. 5—Members shall Remain Seated. When the House 
adjourns, the members shall keep their seats until the Speaker 
announces the adjournment. 


No. 6—Proper Decorum. Every member, previous to speaking, 


shall rise from his seat, and respectfully address himself to the 
Speaker. 


No. 7—TZwo or More. When two or more members rise at 
once, the Speaker shall designate the member who is first to speak, 
but in all cases the member who shall first rise and address the 
chair shall speak first. 


No. 8—Not to Speak More than Twice. No member shall 
speak more than twice on the same subject, without leave of 
the House, nor more than once until every member choosing to 
speak on the question pending, shall have spoken. 


No. 9—Motions to be Seconded. No motion shall be debated or 
put unless the same shall be seconded. It shall be stated by the 
Speaker, and any such motion shall be reduced to writing if the 
Speaker, or any member, shall desire it. 


No. 10—WMotions in Possession of the House. After any motion 
shall be stated by the Speaker it shall be in possession of the 
House, but may be withdrawn at any time before amendment or 
decision; but all motions, resolutions, or amendments shall be 
entered upon the Journal, whether they are rejected or adopted. 


No. i1—Debate. When a question is under debate no motion 
shall be received, except: Ist. To adjourn. 2d. To lay on the 
table. 3d. For the previous question. 4th. To postpone to a day 
certain. 5th. To commit to a standing committee. 6th. To com- 
mit to a select committee. 7th. To amend. 8th. To postpone 
indefinitely. And these several motions shall have precedence in 
the order in which they stand arranged, and a call of the House 
may be made by a demand of two members. 


_ No. 12—Adjournment. A motion to adjourn shall always be 
in ‘order, except when a member is addressing the chair, or a vote 
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is being taken; that, and the motion to lay on the table, shall be 
received without debate. 


No. 18—Previous Question. The previous question shall be in 
this form: “Shall the main question be now put?” It shall only 
be admitted when demanded by a majority of the members present, 
and its effect shall be to put an end to all debate, and bring the 
House to a direct vote upon the amendments reported by a com- 
mittee, if any, upon pending amendments, and then upon the. 
main question. 

On a motion for the previous question, and prior to the 
secouding of the same, one call of the House shall be in order, 
but after a majority shall have seconded such motion, no call shall 
-be in order prior to a decision of the main question. 


No. 14—Same. When, on taking the previous question, the 
House shall decide that the main question shall not now be put, 
the main question shall remain as the question before the House, 
in the same stage of proceedings as before the previous question 
was made. 


No. 15—Jncidental Questions. All incidental questions of 
order, arising after a motion is made for the previous question, 
during the pending of such motion, or after the House shall have 
determined that the main question shall now be put, shall be 
decided, whether on appeal or otherwise, without debate. 


No. 16—Petitions. Petitions, memorials, and other papers 
addressed to the House, shall be presented by the Speaker, or by 
a member in his place. : 


No. 17—YVoting. Every member who shall be present before 
the vote is declared from the chair, and no other,-shall vote for 
or against the same, unless the House shall excuse him; or unless 
he is immediately interested in the question, in which case he 
shall not vyote. 


No. 18—When the Question is being put. When the Speaker 
is putting the question, no member shall walk out of or across 
the hall; nor when a member is speaking shall any perros entertain 
any private discourse, or pass between him and ine eusir. 


No. 19—Several Points. If the question ia hete contains 
several points, any member may have the same diy’ 


No. 20—Members Called to Order. A member , Jed to order - 
shall immediately sit down, unless he desires to explain, after 
which he shall take his seat until the point of order be decided 
by the chair, which shall be final, unless the momler desires to 
appeal, in which ease he shall have the right to ariso and ask the 
chair to put his motion to the House, whose duty it shall be to 
immediately comply; and the question shall be: “Shal’ the decision 
of the chair be sustained?”

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No. 21—Introduction of Bills. Every bill shall be introduced 
by a motion for leave, or by an order of the House, or on a 
report of a committee; and one day’s notice at least shall be given 
of a motion for leave to bring in a bill, unless two-thirds of the 
members present shall vote in favor of its being‘ brought in with- 
out such previous notice. 

Every notice for leave to bring in a bill (and every notice to 
bring in a bill), shall be in writing, and shall contain the title of 
the bill. ‘ 


No. 22—Bills Endorsed. Every bill, before being introduced, 
shall have endorsed thereon the title of the same, and every bill 
and resolution shall have thereon the name of the member intro- 
ducing it; and when ordered by a committee, the name of such 
committee shall be endorsed thereon. 


No. 283.—Bills to be Read. All bills, memorials, or joint resolu- 
tions, shall be read at lengh, the first time for information, and 
if opposition be made to it, the question shall be: “Shall this bill 
be rejected?” If no opposition be made, or if the motion to 
reject be lost, the bill shall go to its second reading, without a 
question. 


No. 2£—Second Reading. All bills, memorials, or joint resolu- 
tions, on their second reading, shall be read by their title, and 
the question taken up on their commitment, amendment, or engross- 
ment, for a third reading. 


* 


No. 25—Third Reading. All bills, memorials, or joint resolu- 
tions, on their third reading, shall be read at length, and no 
amendments shall be in order except by unanimous consent of the 
House. 


No. 26—Second and Third Readings. All bills shall be read 
three times before their final passage, and may be read twice on 
the day of presentation, unless otherwise ordered; and no bill shall 
be passed unless it shall have been read once at length. 


No. 27—No Amendment. No motion or proposition on a 
subject different from that under consideration, shall be admitted 
under color of amendment; no bill or resolution shall, at any 
time, be amended by annexing thereto, or incorporating therewith, 
any other bill or resolution pending before the House. 


No. 28— Committee of the Whole. In forming a: committee of 
the whole House, the Speaker shall appoint a chairman to preside. 


No. 29—Bills committed to the committee of the whole House 
shall, in the Committee of the Whole thereon, be first read through, 
unless the committee shall otherwise order, and then read and 
debated by sections, leaving thé title to be last considered. 

All amendments shall be made in writing, and reported to 
the committee by the chairman. 
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No, 30—Questions in Committee of the Whole. All questions, 
whether in committee or in House, shall be put in the order in 
which they are moved, except in cases of privileged questions, and 
in filling up blanks, when the largest sum and longest time shall_be 
first put. 


No. 81—Same Mode. A similar mode of proceeding shall be 
observed with bills which have originated in and passed ‘the 


Council as with bills originating in the House, except they shall 


not be printed. 


No. 32—Reconsideration. No motion for reconsideration shall 
be in order unless on the same day or the day following that on 


. which the decision proposed to be reconsidered took place, nor 


unless one of the majority shall move such reconsideration. 


No. 33—WMotion to Reconsider. When notice of the ‘intention 
to move the reconsideration of any bill or joint resolution shall be 
given by a member, the Clerk of the House shall retain the said 
bill or joint resolution until efter the time during which the said 
motion can be made, unless the same can previously be disposed 
of. 


No. 34— Who shall Move for a Reconsideration. Any member 
that votes on that side of a question which prevailed, may be at 
liberty to move a reconsideration, and a motion for reconsideration 
shall be decided by a majority of votes. 


No. 35—When Lost. In all cases when the House shall be 
equally divided the question shall be lost, except appeals from 
decisions of the chair. a 


No. 36—House Rules observed in Committee of the Whole. The 
rules of the House shall be observed in committee of the whole 
House so far as may be applicable, except that yeas and nays shall 
not be called, the previous question enforced, nor the time of 
speaking limited. 


No. '387—Commitiee Rise. A motion that the committee rise 
shall always be in order, and shall be decided without debate. 


No. 88—Standing Committees. Standing committees, consisting 
of three or five members each, at the option ef the Speaker, shall 
be appointed on the following subjects: 

. Ways and Means; 

Judiciary; 

Territorial Affairs; 

Internal Improvements; 
Roads and Highways; 
Public Lands; 

Grazing and Stock Growing; 
Federal Relations; 
Education and Labor; 
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10. Towns and Counties; 

11. Military Affairs; 

12. Incorporations; 

13. Agriculture and Manufacture; 
14. Elections; 

15. Indian Affairs; 

16. Mines and Minerals; 

17. Engrossment; 

18. Enrollment; 

19. Printing. 


No. 39—Engrossment. The Committee on Engrossment shall 
examine all bills after they are engrossed, and report the same to 
the House (correctly engressed) before the third reading. Said 
committee may report at any time. 


No. 40—Enrollment. The Committee on Enrollment shall 
examine all House bills, and joint resolutions which have passed 
the two Houses, and when reported correctly enrolled, they shall 
be presented to the presiding officers of the Council and House 
for their signatures, and when so signed to go to the Governor for 
his*approval. Said committee may report at any time. ` 


No. 41—Select Committees. Select committees, to whom” refer- 
ence shall be made, shall, in all cases, report a state of ‘facts and 
their opinion thereon ‘to the House. 


No. 42.—In all cases where a bill, order, resolution, or motion 
shall be entered on the Journal of the House, the name of the 
member moving the same shall be entered on the Journal. 


No. 483—Clerk to make a List of all Bills. The Speaker of 
the House shall cause the Clerk of the House to make a list of 
all bills, resolutions, reports of committees, and other proceedings 
of the House which are committed to a Committee of the Whole 
House, and which are not made the order of the day for any 
particular day, and to number the same, which list shall be called 
“the general order of the day,” and they shall be taken up in the 


_ order in which they are numbered, unless otherwise ordered by 


two-thirds of the House; and the Clerk shall also keep a book 
showing the situations and progress of bills, 


No. 44-—Speaker to Announce the Order of the Day. On the 
meeting of the House, after the reading of the Journal of the 
preceding day, the order of business for the day shall be as follows: 
Presentation of Petitions; 

Reports of Standing Committees; 
Reports of Select Committees; 
Notices; 7 
Introduction of Bills; 

Motions and Resolutions;

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7. Consideration of Messages from the Council; 
‘8. Reading of House Bills, Resolutions, and Memorials; 
9. Third reading of the same; 
10. Third reading of the Council Bills; 
11. Consideration of the General Oraers; 
12. Unfinished Business. 


No. 45—Several Motions. Whenever the report of any com- 
mittee ‘of conference contains several mcdifications or amendments,, 
any member-may have the same divided and the question of con- 
currence taken separately upon each modification or amendment. 


No. 46— General Orders. When the House has arrived at the 
general order of the day they shall go into Committee of the 
Whole upon such orders, or particular order designated by a vote 
of the House, and no other business shall be in order until the 
whole are considered, or passed, or the committee rise. And unless 
a particular bill is ordered up, the Committee of the Whole shall 
consider, act upon, or pass upon the general orders according to 
the order of their reference. 


"No. 47—Speaker to Leave the Chair. The Speaker may leave 
the chair and appoint a member to preside, but not for a longer 
time than one day, except by leave of the House. 


No. 48—Parliamentary Practice. The rules of parliamentary 
practice embraced in Jefferson’s Manual shall govern the House in 
all cases when they are applicable, and in which they are not in- 
consistent with the standing rules and orders of the House, and 
the joint rules and orders of the House and Council. 


No. 49—The privileges of the floor of the House are hereby 
accorded: 7 

First. To the Governor; 

Second. To the members of the Council; 

Third. To the Chief Justice and Associate Justices of the 
Supreme’ Court; 

Fourth. To the Secretary, and other territorial officers; 

Fifth. ‘To the executive, judicial, and legislative officers of 
other statés, territories, and counties; 

Sixth. To the officers of the Legislative Council. 

Seventh. To the Secretary of the Governor; 

Eighth. To the former members of the House of Representa- 
tives; 

Ninth. To one representative from feach of the territorial 
newspapers, to be designated by the proprietors thereof; 

Tenth. To such persons as by name have received thanks of 
the two Houses of the Legislative Assembly. 


No. 50—Time of Meeting. The hour of the daily meeting of 
the House shall be 10 o’clock in the morning, until the House 
directs otherwise. 
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No. 51—Yeas and Nays. The yeas and nays shall not be 
ordered unless demanded by two members, except on the final 
passage of the bills, joint resolutions, and resolutions making 
appropriations of money; in which case the yeas and nays shall 


be made without demand. ; 


No. 52—Printed. All House bills of a general nature, shall, 
after their second reading, be printed without special order from 
the House. 


No. 58—Memorials to Congress. All memorials to Congress, 
or to any officer, or authority of the government, after they shall 
have passed both Houses, shall be carefully enrolled, signed by 
the Speaker of the, House and President of the Council, and 
forthwith transmitted by the Chief Clerk of the respective Houses 
in which they originated, to the President of the Senate, the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, in Congress, and to the 
authority memorialized, and a copy to our Delegate fn Congress. 


No. 54—Titles and Reports of Proceedings. Titles .of bills 
introduced in the, House shall be as brief as possible, indicating 
substantially the purport of the same; and all proceedings of the 
House wherein action is taken upon bills, resolutions and motions, 
shall be kept by the Clerk in full, upon the Journal; in all cases 
giving the title of each bill or resolution. But the second and 
all subsequent references shall be complete where such bill or 
resolution is referred to by its number. The substance of each 
motion shall be given, when reference is made to the same, and 
all resolutions offered shall appear in full upon the Journal: 


No. 55—Suspend, Alter, or Amend. No rule of the House 
shall be suspended, altered, or amended, without the concurrence 
of two-thirds of the members present. i 

On motion of Mr. Blake, the report was received, and the 
rules adopted as the rules of the House. : . 

Mr. Wilson moved a recess until 11 o’clock a.m., which motion . 
was lost.

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GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives: 


Throughout the year which has just closed, the people of 
Montana have prospered in an unusual degree. Agriculture has 
been prosperous, business has flourished, rich mines have been 
developed, stock growing has been remunerative, and many public 
improvements have been projected and successfully prosecuted. 

In advance of any general legislation, I will submit to you a 
brief statement of the financial condition of the Territory, and 
the several cotinties, and briefly present my views upon certain 
questions which appear to me to require legislative action. 

The number and value of live stock, as shown by the returns 
of the assessors ef the several counties for the year 1880:

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This exhibit is by no means a gratifying one, and is far from 
sustaining our boasted ability for local self government. If our 
local indebtedness increases in the same ratio as heretofore, the 
Territory will not favorably impress Congress when she applies for 
admission into the Union as a State. This unfortunate condition 
of affairs cannot, be attributed to our present form of territorial 
government, or the system of appointments which has grown up 
under it, about which so much complaint is made, but must be 
chargeable to the people of the several counties in their capacity 
as citizens. I think much of the evil in county management re- 
sults from the action of County Commissioners in assuming to exer- ` 
cise legislative functions in paying pretended claims against the 
counties without aithority of law. The ‘Territorial Auditor can- 
not draw a warrant for the payment of a claim against the Terri- 
tory without express authority of lawe Now, why not apply this 
provision of law to County Commissioners, and stop a leak which 
has done much to create the present iudebtedness? Ido not think 
County Commissioners should be allowed so much discretion, for 
bad men will take advantage of it to serve their own purposes and 
that of their partisans. If a discretion is allowed, a maximum 
limit to such discretion should be fixed by law. 

The fees and salaries of district and county officers are far in 
excess of a reasonable compensation for the official services per- 
formed, and their reduction should receive your immediate atten- 
tion. An examination of county records will show that county 
offic-rs generally receive salaries far in excess of any other officers 
in the Territory. For example, the County Clerks in some of the 
counties receive more compensation than the Judges of the Supreme 
Court, and in many of the counties the annual compensation of 
County Treasurers is one thousand dollars larger than the salary 
of the Territorial Treasurer. The remedy is in your hands, and I, 
submit to you whether the substance of the people shall continue 
to be consumed in the payment of high salaries. A large local 
indebtedness and a high rate of taxation will deter immigration 
and seriously affect every industry of the Territory. The owners 
of live stock, in many instances, have changed their stock from 
counties where a high rate of taxation exists to those where taxa- 
tion is less, and. this change will go on until some of the coynties 
will have but little live stock on their tax duplicate. The coun- 
ties having the smallest debt and the lowest rate of taxation,will, >œ 
and should, be the most prosperous. I have always favored a 
statute limiting the power of the several ‘counties. to ne a 


|

debt beyond a certain amount, and I trust you will concur |with 
me if any new county is organized at the present session. In my 
opinion, every public officer should receive a fixed salary, and the 
whole system of compensation by.fees should be abolished. |The 
value of the services of Clerks and Sheriffs can be as easily lesti- 
mated as can those of the Territorial Auditor and Treasurer, and x- - 
when parties litigant are to be taxed with costs, let it be taxed 
in favor of the county, and collected from such party as. the 


i 
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court may direct, and under suitable regulations, paid into the 
county treasury. The fees of Clerks and Sheriffs heretofore 
charged against litigants, can, by a proper classification, be com- 
muted to a fixed sum and be paid into the county treasury on 
the certificate of the Clerk. I believe this system both practicable 
and judicious with respect to all officers who have heretofore been 
compensated in whole or in part by fees. 

The officers of the Territory in charge of its finances, having 
discharged “their duties with so much fidelity, and the finances 
being in such an improved condition, the Territorial Treasurer 
was enabled to place on the market the seven per cent. bonds 
authorized by your predecessors at one and eleven-sixteenths per 
cent. above par; redeeming all of the outstanding ten per cent. 
bonds; making an annual saving of $2100 interest on the 
bonded debt. This is a very gratifying showing, in view of the 


‘ fact that ten years ago the bonded debt of the Territory was

drawing fifteen per cent. per annum, and the debt was much 
larger than at present. The territorial debt, on the first day of 
the present month, was:

The money in the treasury, applicable to the redemption of 
the outstanding bonds, cannot be applied until January 1, A. D 
1883, when the option of the holders expires. I therefore recom- 
mend that the Treasurer be authorized to expend said money in 
the purchase of outstanding bonds at not exceeding par, or that 
he be authorized to safely invest the same until the option of the 
holders of the bonds expires. I think it not advisable to divert 
the money to other purposes, but to reduce the territorial levy to 
two mills on the dollar, and authorize the transfer of so much of 
the sinking fund to the warrant fund as may be necessary to 
meet the current expenses of the Territory. The levy suggested 
will be sufficient to meet the current expenses of the Territory 
and pay the bonded debt when it matures, in 1883. I am convinced 
that you should reduce the rate of interest on territorial and 
county warrants to seven per cent. The present rates of interest 
are in excess of rates paid by banks on deposits, and in some 
counties almost one-half of the debt is made up of accrued inter- 
est on warrants. I al-o' recommend that the bonded debt of the 
several counties be funded at a lower rate of interest than is now 
paid, and that county warrants be bonded at a lower rate of 
interest than ten per cent. per annum. I think, by judicious 
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mandgement, the bonds of the several counties can be negotiated 
at seven per cent. per annum. 

I respectfully suggest the propriety of additional legislation 
for the protection of game in the Territory. In many parts of 
the Territory, deer, antelope and elk are openly killed for the 
hides only, and no part of the carcass used for food.. If this 
wholesale slaughter is to continue, the game of the Territory will 
soon be exhausted. It is recommended that the law be amended 
so as to prohibt, under severe penalties, the killing of elk, deer 
or antelope, except for food. This subject is submitted for your 
earnest consideration, at the request of many of our best citizens. 

The law prohibiting the firing of prairie grass has not been 
enforced, although many destructive fires have occurred during the 
past year in almost every section of the Territory. You should 
provide such legislation as will secure the punishment of the of- 
fenders and prevent such occurrences in the future. The protection 
of the stock ranges and timber are now matters of paramount 
importance to the people, and the subject demands some legisla- 
tion, and I trust you will give it such consideration as its impor- 
tance demands. : 

The law of the Territory prohibiting the sale of intoxicating 
liquors to the Indians is openly violated by parties in the vicinity 
of Fort Maginnis and Carroll. The lives and property of citizens 
in that section are seriously endangered by drunken Indians, who 
obtain liquor from traders in violation of law. The county 
authorities do not appear to have power or disposition to enforce 
the law and suppress the traffic. Appeals have been made by 
citizens to the military and the civil officers of the United States, but 
they appear to be powerless to enforce the laws of the United States 
prohibiting the sale of liquor to Indians. It has become the duty 
of the Territory to enforce the law, and I therefore recommend 
that you authorize rewards to be offered for the arrest and convic- 
tion of persons engaged in selling or trading intoxicating liquors 
to Indians, and the confiscation of all property found in possession 
of the offenders, or used” by them in carrying on the illicit trade. 
The traffic can and should be suppressed; and I trust the Legis- 
‘lature will not hesitate to give the subject the attention its impor- 
tance demands. i 

Since the adjournment of the last Legislature, I obtained from 
the Attorney-General of the United States a reduction in the com- 
pensation for keeping the territorial convicts. The per diem now 
paid is seventy-five cents. The number of convicts is steadily in- 
creasing, and you will be required to make some provision for 
additional prison room, as the prison at Deer Lodge is now over- 
crowded, and there appears to be no probability that the United 
States will increase its capacity. I recommend that you authorize 
the confinement in county jails of such convicts as cannot be kept 
at the Deer Lodge prison. The number of territorial convicts now 
confined in the United States prison at Deer Lodge is fifty- 
six (56). 
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The amount realized from prison labor for the last fiscal year 
has been very small; the amount will appear in the reports of the 
financial officers of the Territory. 

The reports of the Judges of the Supreme Court, with vouch- 
ers accounting for the annual appropriation for the law library, 
for the years 1879 and 1880, are transmitted as required by law. 
Also the reports of the officers of the Historical Society, with- 
vouchers, covering the same period, accounting for the annual ap- 
propriation for said society. , ea 

The contractor having charge of the insane has pérformed his 
part of the contract to my entire satisfaction. The number now 
receiving treatment is thirty-nine. The number that have died or 
been discharged since January Ist, 1879, is twenty-six. I respect- 
fully recommend that you appoint a joint committee to visit the 
Asylum and report fully upon its condition. ‘Lhe present contract 
will expire in March of the present year, and I have no intima- 
tion from the contractor that he wishes to renew the same. This 
subject I commend to your earnest and careful consideration. 

The evils resulting trom the practice of opium smoking should 
be suppressed by law. Secret places of resort are kept, where the 
habit is encouraged, and the evil effects of the practice will soon 
be apparent on the youths who frequent these dens. 

Tbe annual reports of the Territorial Auditor and Treasurer 
are hereby submitied, to which your attention is respectfully di- 
rected. I suggest that you, at an early day in the session, ap- 
point a joint committee of the two Houses to examine the books 
of said officers and their official transactions during the past two 

ears. 
d The report of the Superintendent of Public Instruction, which 
will be submitted to you by that officer, will give full information 
as to the condition of the public schools in the Territory. The 
policy of free public schools is so firmly fixed in the affection of 
the people that I do not anticipate any opposition to its con- 
tinuance. The advantage to society derived trom the education of 
the masses is not now seriously questioned by any one. Lord 
Bacon has forcibly illustrated that learned slates have been usu- 
ally prosperous states, and that an instructed people have been, for 
the most part, a rich, laborious, energetic and powerful people. 
Mr. Horace Mann, in one of his reports to the Board of Educa- 
tion in Massachusetts, showed, by precise statistical details, collected 
from superintendents of manufacturing establishments, that through- 
out the whole range of mechanical industry, the well educated 
operative did more work, did it better, wasted less, used his allotted 
portion of the machinery to better. advantage and greater profit, 
earned more money, commanded moré confidence, and rose faster and 
higher from lower to advanced positions, than did the uneducated 
operative. Another educator says: “Education is economy, and 
ignorance means waste; that the skilled workman so forecasts and 
plans his work that every blow tells, while he economizes his 
strength and stock, that even in humblest labor he will do -more 
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work, in better style, with less damage to tools and machinery, 
than the boor who can only use brute muscle.” A New England 
orator says: “There is not an occupation of civilized life from the 
- making of laws, and poems, and histories, down to the opening of 
New Jersey oysters with a broken jacknife, that is not better done 
by a bright than a dull man; by a quick than a slow mind.” I 
wish to add another quotation: “Remember that the learning of 
the few is despotism; the learning of the multitude is liberty; 
and that intelligence and principled liberty is fame, wisdom, 
ower. 

The recent general election developed defects, or at least a 
condition of indefiniteness, in the election law of this Territory, 
which should be remedied. This is especially so in relation to 
the powers and duties of the canvassing boards. A law under 
which, in Deer Lodge county, certificates of election were issued 
on an abstract of the votes certified to by a minority of the board, 
against the protest of the majority, and under which, it is stated, 
the canvassers in Missoula county certified up the vote from a so- 
called precinct which the Commissioners had refused to establish 
or appoint judges or clerks for, and which proceedings are, never- 
theless, held bhy many 10o be covered by the present election law, - 
cannot be a safe or sufficient one. So vague is it that canvassing 
officers have been in doubt whether they had authority to reject 
any returns certified up from a precinct, however manifestly defec- 
tive or fraudulent they were; or whether the canvassing board is 
required to even certify the abstract when made. If the duties 
are merely clerical, the board is a useless piece of machinery; if 
it is invested with powers, they should be fully and clearly defined. 
Each member should have an equal voice in the canvass. While 
candidates, believing their rights impaired, have remedy in the 
courts, great care should be taken that the will of the electors is 
accomplished without necessitating that tedious and expensive 
recourse. By fortunate accident, the instances cited did not 
materially vary results, but they have exemplified the defects of 
the law at an opportune time for you to correct it. As the law 
exista, it is imperative that in case of a tie vote for district or 
county officers, there shall be a new election ordered. Instances 
may occur where the office would not justify a new election, or 
where the candidates would desire to adjust the matter between 
themselves without another election. It is submitted for your 
consideration whether it would not be wise to empower the County 
Commissioners, in case of such agreement by the candidates, to 
commission one or the other jin accordance therewith. 

Before the next meeting of the Legislature it is probable 
there will be three large bodies of men engaged in the construction 
of railroads in Montana. Many of these will be non-residents, . 
having no permanent interests in the Territory, but who, if 
uate to vote, may control the affairs of several counties. 
f, on investigating the present laws, you believe they are not 
sufficiently strong and clear to prevent non-residents, or otherwise 
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disqualified persons from voting in Montana, or to inflict severe 
penalties for such voting, the best interests of the several counties 
and the Territory require that they should be made so. 

I again recommend the enactment of a law requiring the 


observance of the Sabbath day as a day of rest. 


The enactment of a statute requiring the taxation of jury 


. fees to litigants in civil cases should receive your attention at an 
early day in the session. There can be no reason advanced that 
| will justify the payment of jurors by the county while engaged in 


the trial of an issue of facts between citizens. The public can 
have no interest in, and‘should not be required to pay any part 
of the expenses of litigation between- individuals. I recommend 
the re-enactment of the statute of 1867, requiring the taxation of 


| jury fees to litigants in all civil cases tried by a jury. The present 
| law requires that when the entire panel of jurors summoned at 


auy term of court is exhausted, and no qualified jury obtained, a 


' new venire'shall issue. This causes great delay and expense, and 


you should remedy this serious defect, by amending the law so ,as 
to authorize the Sheriff, when the panel is exhausted, to summon 
the jurors from the body of the county. I understand it frequently 
occurs that persons are drawn as jurors, and summoned, who are 
exempt from jury service, and others are drawn who have not the 


legal qualifications for jurors. This matter should receive your 
; careful attention to the eud that the expenses of courts may be 
| reduced. 


I think all towns and cities of the Territory, not now organized 


| under charters, should have a simple and inexpensive organization 
| under a general law. The towns and cities of many. of the States 
; are organized under a general Jaw, which prescribes the duties of 
| the officers, and requires them to serve without compensation, except 
, those whose duty it may be to preserve the peace or protect the 
! property of citizens. Towns and cities organized under this 
i system are well governed, and at a very small cost. The law should ' 
| not be compulsory upon towns and cities to organize under the 
| law, but allow them to do so upon the petition of a certain 
| number of residents. ; 


I sincerely congratulate you and the people of the Territory 


; upon the fact that two railroads have reached our borders and 
| promise to be rapidly constructed to our business centres. We 
| cannot over-estimate the advantages to be derived from railroad 
| communication with the great cities of the East. With water 
| communication and competing lines of. railroads, Montana will 


always have the.advantage of cheap rates for freight and passenger 
trafic. With the early and certain influx of population and 


| capital, and the construction of railroads through the Tertitory, 
| the future of Montana must be bright and promising. 


I shall be glad to concur with you in every measure that 


| may be calculated to promote the general welfare of the people.

The printing appropriation for the Regular Session was in- 
adequate, after payment of the incidental printing and publication 
of the Laws, to publish the Journals, and it is not permitted to 
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incur any obligations for the United States in excess of appropria- 
tion. For the Extraordinary Session of July, 1879, there was no 
appropriation whatever available until August, 1880, when instruc- 
tions were received fixing the compensation for public printing at 
such low rates that neither Laws nor Journals could be printed in 
Montana. Desiring to secure expedition in the publication and 
distribution of the important codification of the Laws to be made 
by the Twelith Legislative Assembly, by having the work done 
in Montane, I at once appealed to the Department for an increase 
of rates, and failing to secure the same, in November, placed the 
matter in the hands of the Delegate of Montana, and solici€ed 
his services in the same direction. Under date of January 8, 
1881, he advised me he had not yet been successful in procuring 
an increased rate- On receipt thereof, I invited proposals from 
foreign publishers, and the Journals will be ordered printed as 
soon as they can be contracted at the rates designated by the 
‘Treasury Department.

“Sec. 8.—The county commissioners of Deer Lodge and 
Silver Bow counties shall meet at the court house, in the town 
of Deer Lodge, on the third Monday in May, A. D. 1881, to 
adjust the indebtedness between said counties upon the basis 
named in Section 2 of this Act. When adjusted, if the County 
of Silver Bow shall be liable for any part thereof, it is hereby 
made the duty of the county commissioners of said last named 
county to cause to be issued to the county commissioners of Deer 
Lodge county a warrant, or warrants, therefor, which in the 
aggregate, shall equal the amount of said indebtedness for which 
the county of Silver Bow shall, under the adjustment mentioned, 
be liable; and said warrant or warrants, if not paid on presenta- 
tion to the treasurer of Silver Bow county, shall be by said 
treasurer endorsed ‘Not paid for want of funds in the treasury,’ 
and shall thereafter bear like interest as other county warrants 
endorsed in like manner. If the county of Silver Bow, upon said 
adjustment, shall be entitled to any portion of the funds on hand 
in the county of Deer Lodge, it shall be the duty of county 
commissioners of the latter county to cause to be issued like 
warrants for the amount thereof to the county commissioners of 
Silver Bow county; which warrant or warrants, if not paid on 
presentation to the treasurer of Deer Lodge county, shall be en- 
dorsed by said treasurer in like manner as in the former case, 
and after said endorsement shall bear a like rate of interest.” 
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Amend Section 3 by numbering it Section 4, and by inserting 
after the word “coroner,” in line four, page 1, of said bill as 

rinted, the words, “one county superintendent of schools.” 

Change the number of Section 4 to Section 5. 

Change the number of Section 5 to 6. 

Change the number of Section 6 to 7. 

Change the number of Section 7 to 8,and amend so that it 
will read as follows:- 

“Src. 8.—The county commissioners of Silver Bow county 
shall, at their first regular meeting after the passage of this act, 
and after being elected, and qualifying decide upon and levy the 
rate of taxation in said county for the year 1881, which levy 
shall be in conformity with the general law relating to the man- 
ner and amounts of taxes authorized to be levied. Said commis- 
sioners shall also have power and authority to contract for trans- 
scribing such parts of the public records of Deer Lodge county 
as they may deem useful and necessary to the county of Silver 
Bow and its inhabitants. And for this purpose shall have suitable 
access to the record of Deer Lodge county. Said records, when 
completed, shall be carefully compared with the originals, by the 
county clerk of Deer Lodge county, and, if correct, he shall cer- 
tify to their correctness under his. official seal; and thereafter the 
copies of said records, so transcribed and certified to, shall be 
admitted and received in evidence in all courts of law in this 
territory, and shall be in all other respects entitled to like faith 
and credit as said original records. Tbe county clerk of Deer 
Lodge county shall receive for his services in comparing and cer- 
tifying the correctness of the copy of said records six dollars per 
diem while engaged in said labor, which amount shall be paid by 
the county of Silver Bow on the completion thereof.” 7 

Add the following new Section to be numbered. 

“Sec. 9.—All township and precinct officers, road supervisors, 
officers of school districts and other officers of every kind within 
the county of Silver Bow, whose-election is not herein provided 
for, shall or may continue to hold said offices, and execute the 
duties pertaining thereto, until the expiration of the term for 
which said officers were respectively elected or appointed. When- 
ever district courts are appointed for said county, the clerk (or 
deputy as the case may be) shall, from the time he enters on his 
duties, be paid for his public services to be rendered said county 
and the officers thereof, as provided in Sections 1 and 2 of an act 
entitled ‘An Act to provide compensation for clerks of the district 
courts, approved July 22nd, 1879, an annual salary of eight 
hundred and twenty-five dollars, payable in quarterly payments by 
warrants drawn on the contingent fund of said county, and shall, 
in addition to said salary be entitled to the fees prescribed by 
said act.”

“The county of Silver Bow and all persons in its name, are 
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hereby prohibited from contracting any indebtedness whereby said, 


county shall hecome bound in any sum which shall at the time of 
contracting the same exceed two and one half per cent. of the 
assessed value of the taxable property of said county, taking the 
last previous assessment thereof as the standard of valuation; 
and no cause of action shall lie against said county for any in- 
debtedness contracted in its name above the limitation mentioned, 
however the same may be evidenced. But nothing herein con- 
tained shall deprive the holder of any indebtedness contracted in 
the name of or on behalf of said county from a right of action 
against the person, or persons who actually contracted the same 
or who received a consideration therefor.” 

Change the number of Section 9 to 11, and amend to read 
as follows: 

“This act shall take effect from and after it passage, but the 
county of Silver Bow shall remain united to the county of Deer 


Lodge for judicial purposes until the 16th of May,!1881. And 


the officers of Deer updge county shall also act as officers of 
Silver Bow county until ithe date above named, except as other- 
wise provided in this act.”

shall equal the amount of said indebtedness for which the county 
of Silver Bow, shall, under the adjustment mentioned, be liable;

If the county of 
Silver Bow, upon said adjustment, shall be entitled to any por- 
tion of the funds on hand in the county of Deer Lodge, it shall 
be the duty of the county commissioners of the latter county to 
cause to be issued like warrants for the amount thereof to the 
county commissioners of Silver Bow county, which warrant or 
warrants, if not paid on presentation to the treasurer of Deer. 
Lodge county, shall be endorsed by said treasurer, in like manner 
as in the former case, and after said endorsement shall bear a like.

Said records, 
when completed, shall be carefully compared with the originals by 
the county clerk of Deer Lodge county, and if correct, he shall 
certify to their correctness under his official seal, and thereafter, 
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the copies of said records so transcribed and certified to, shall be 
admitted and received in evidence in all courts of law in this 
territory, and shall be in all other respects entitled to like faith 
and credit as said original records. The county clerk of Deer 
Lodge county shall receive for his services in comparing and cer- 
tifying .the correctness of the copy of said records six dollars per 
diem while engaged in said labor, which amount shall be paid by 
the county of Silver Bow on the completion thereof.”

‘Sec. 9.—All township and and precinct officers, road super- 


visors, officers of school districts, and other officers of every kind . 


within the county of Silver Bow, whose election is not herein provided 
for, shall, or may continue to hold said offices, and exercise the 
duties pertaining thereto, until the expiration of the -term for 
which said officers were respectively elected or appointed. When- 
ever district courts are appointed for said county, the clerk (or 
deputy as the case may be) shall, from the time he enters on 
his duties, be paid for his public services, to be rendered said 
county and the officers thereof, as provided in Sections 1 and 2 
of an act entitled ‘An Act to provide compensation for clerks of 
the district courts,’ approved July 22, 1879, an annual salary of 
eight hundred and twenty-five dollars, payable in quarterly pay- 
ments, by warrants drawn on the contingent fund of said county, 
and shall, in addition to said salary, be entitled to the fees prescribed 
in said act.

“I do not think that protection can be made effective by 
authorizing the sale of intoxicating liquor to soldiers, thereby 
destroying the discipline of the army and rendering it unable . to 
afford the protection to our people that a wise and liberal govern- 
ment intends to extend to us. ` 

“I regard it as a duty we owe to the government, as well as 
for our own protection, that we should, by every legitimate meang 
in our power, aid and assist in preserving the discipline of the 
troops serving in the Territory. 

“By authorizing the sale of liquor to soldiers, every military 
reservation in the Territory may be surrounded by whisky shops, 
and the troops demoralized by intoxication. The officers of the 
army, as well as the government, will thank the people of the 
Territory for any law that; will prohibit the sale of intoxicating 
liquors to soldiers. ` 

“It may be claimed that the law should be repealed because 
it is not strictly enforced; but that is no reason for its repeal. 

- I am informed that the law has been enforced, and with good 
i eieet,. on the discipline of the army.”
